Most departments to be level funded, 


but layoffs avoided

WILMINGTON Town 
Manager, Michael  Caira 
unveiled his fiscal year 2006 
(FY06) Budget to the Board of 
Selectmen on January 24. The 
budget avoids layoff's and 
depends less on “free cash” to 
balance the budget, ., but 
Wilmington will be doing more 
with less under the $63,649,908 
proposed spending budget. 

Caira's FY06 budget repre- 
sents an increase of less than 
$500,000, or eight-tenths of one 
percent, over the F'Y05 budget 
of $63,151,016. The F'Y05 budget 
increase of $1.57 million, or 2.5 
percent, over the FY04 budget 
had previously represented the 
smallest yearly increase since 
1993. 

“For many months we have 
been predicting that crafting 
the 2006 fiscal year budget pre- 
sented the town with its most 
serious fiscal challenge since 
the early 1990's,” Caira told the 


Board. 

Setting aside funds to meet 
existing contractual obligations 
and the rising costs of health 
insurance, pensions, ‘fuel costs, 
and other —_ uncontrollable 
expenditures, weighed against 
relatively stagnant increases to 
town revenues, led to a project- 
ed structural deficit of $3.6 mil- 
lion. 

“The objective of achieving a 
level services budget was clear- 
ly compromised by the harsh 
reality of a looming deficit,” 
Caira said. “All town depart- 
ments, including the school 
department, were asked to 
sharpen their pencils and pre- 
pare a level funded budget 
without retreating from the 
goal of maintaining current 
service levels.” 

The FY06 budget proposal 
calls for $1,225,000 to be allocat- 
ed from free cash. Nearly twice 
that amount was allocated for

Barrett committed Tierney's 
office to offering support to the 
town throughout the appeal 
process, but stopped short of 
offering any legal services. 

“We are not lawyers,” Barrett 
said, “We will make sure that 
your issues are heard and 
heard in a timely manner.” 

Barrett reminded the Board 
that the STB is designed to pro- 
mote the use of railways and 
that environmental concerns 
are seldom successful in pre- 
venting a build. 

Wilmington Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis suggested that 
the core issue was very much 
within the control of congress, 
since it was congress that cre- 
ated the legislation authorizing 
STB to control such sites. 

“Congress was not clear in the 
original legislation and it is up 
to congress to clarify the legis: 
lation,” DeRensis said. “Why 
should Wilmington have to sue 
a federal agency, which will be 
defended by offr tax dollars, to 
correct its activity when con: 
gress should correct it? The 
STB does not need to add solid 
waste facilities to protect rail- 
roads.”

for fraudulent work-at-home 
schemes, whereby scam artists 
offer jobs that offer big finan- 
cial rewards but do not deliver 
the promises. 

Postmasters James R. “Jake” 
Quinn, Wilmington and Joanna 
M. Louf, Tewksbury, and Sally 
Florio, manager of consumer 
affairs for the Massachusetts 
Postal District, issued this 
warning to consumers in 
advance of National Consumer 
Protection Week (NCPW) Feb. 
6 to 12: “ Don’t open your door 
to work-at-home fraud.” 

They said the opportunity to 
work at home is becoming a 
popular and attractive option 
for many-from stay at home 
moms to college students to 
retiree’s. According to the 2000 
Census, more than four million 
people in the United States 
work at home every day, and 
the numbers are increasing. 

Although there are genuine 
jobs working at home, they 
said “many offers are bogus. 
You've seen the ads: Earn $50 
to $200 per hour at home! Start 
your own business and make 
$1,000 a day! Envelope stuffing 
jobs now available.” 

The postal officials said 
whether the offer comes by 
phone or e-mail, appears in a 
flyer or newspaper ad, or 
arrives in the mail, thousands 
of people respond to these ads. 

They cautioned consumers to 
“ask questions. Legitimate 
work-at-home program spon- 
sors should provide informa- 
tion in writing about the pro- 


tips to help consumers evaluate 
questionable offers: Closely 
examine the ad or offer: The 
company may not be offering 
to employ you directly, only to 
sell you training and materials 
and to find customers for your 
work. A legitimate company 
will be happy to give you infor- 
mation about exactly what you 
will be doing and for whom. 

Check out the company: 
Research work-at-home oppor- 
tunities through online sources 
or in the “Work-At-Home 
Sourcebook” and _ other 
resources that may be avail- 
able in your local library. 
These resources provide good 
advice and list legitimate com- 
panies that hire people to work 
for them at home. Also, check 
out the company with the 
Better Business Bureau, state 
Attorney General, or local con- 
sumer protection agency. 

Steer clear of “Start-up” fees 
Fraudulent promoters often 
ask for upfront payments for 
software, business kits, sup- 
plies, membership fees, or list 
of hiring companies. Find out 
what the total cost is for the 
work-at-home program and 
what you will get for your 
money. 

Know the refund policy. If you 
must purchase equipment or 
supplies, ask if, and under 
what circumstances, you can 
return the material for a 
refund. 

Find out if there is really a 
market for your work: Claims 
that there is a market for work 
such as envelope stuffing and 


names of the customers and 
contact them to confirm, Get 
references for other people 
who are doing the work. Ask 
the references if the company 
has kept its promises. . 

Be suspicious: Beware of 
advertisements that make 
unbelievable claims about job 
‘opportunities. Particularly. be 
wary of any job offer that does- 
n’t pay a regular salary or 
involves an overseas company. 

Take your time: Don't be 
pressured into making a quick 
decision. Con artists make a 
living on their 
judgement. Be smart. Seek 
advice and double check the 
“facts.” 

The reminded consumers: 
“Don’t believe that you can 
make big profits easily. 
Operating a home-based busi- 
ness is just like any other busi- 
ness-it requires hard work, 
skill, good products or serviees, 
and time to make a_ préfit. 
There is no easy way: to 
wealth. A consumer's ghod 
judgment is the first, last and 
best line of defense against the 
con artist.” 

They said there are many 
other mail fraud schemes 
including identity theft, travel 
schemes, chain letters, insur- 
ance fraud, medical fraud, and 
false billing. : 

Just remember, if it sounds 
too good to be true, it probably 
is,” they cautioned consumers.

“If we are going to raise the 
expectations of the public in 
discussing our litigation strate-

Maybe not, but you don’t back 
down from protecting your 
community.” 

Sullivan stated again that she 
was happy to have had the pre- 
vious open discussion in order 
to instill confidence in the pub- 
lic that the Board was working 
hard on the issue. According to 
Sullivan, comments had been 
attributed to members of the 
town administration that she 
interpreted as indicating a lack 
of commitment to the issue. 

“I’m sure that you and I have 
different styles of accountabili- 
ty,” Sullivan said to Newhouse. 
“I’m not accountable every 
three years; I’m accountable 
every time I sit at this table. I 
think it was important, after 
the comments that were in the 
paper, to let the people know 
where my position is.” 

“You're right; we do have dif-

Newhouse responded. “I don't 
try to lead this town based on a 
response to a newspaper article 
or editorial.” 

DeRensis assured the Board 
and the public that his firm was 
still on track and would be fil- 
ing a legal brief raising three 
significant legal issues on 
Tuesday, January 25.

Grant enhancing Wilmington 
Recycling Program 


BOSTON - Senate Minority 
Whip Bruce Tarr (R- 
Gloucester) and Vice Chairman 
James Miceli (D-Wilmington) 
said today that the Town of 
Wilmington has received a 
Municipal Recycling Grant 
administered through the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). Wilmington 
“will ‘receive 7,985 consumer 
education mailers and 300 curb- 
side recycling bin stickers, val- 
ued at $1,587. 

“Recycling is critical for our 
environment, and depends on 
focused, local action for suc- 
cess. These funds, in modest 
amounts, will fuel the commu- 
nity-based efforts of municipal 
leaders,” said Tarr who is a 


member of the Natural 
Resources and Agriculture 
Committee. 

"I have worked very closely 
with community leaders to 
resolve environmental hazards 
and protection issues in the 
Town of Wilmington. Recycling 
is a proactive step that the 
community can take to help 
ensure that future generations 
are not left to clean up our 
mess." Miceli said. "The recy- 
cling grant program is adminis- 
tered through the Department 
of Environmental Protection, 
and encourages municipalities 
to take the lead in advocating 
for recycling programs. As 
always, it is an honor to work 
on behalf of the Town of 


Wilmington on such a great 
cause. We must do everything 
possible to protect our fleeting 
natural resources. It is a debt 
we owe our children.” 

Since 1990, DEP has awarded 
over $41 million in recycling 
equipment, household —haz- 
ardous waste equipment, edu- 
cational materials and techni- 
cal assistance to municipalities. 
These grants play a vital role in 
building the state’s recycling 
infrastructure and making it 
more cost-effective for commu- 
nities to recycle, thereby reduc- 
ing the environmental and 
health impacts of waste man- 
agement.

the FY05 budget. Free gash, 
which totaled approximately 
$9.2 million as recently as 2001, 
is now certified at just over $4.3 
million. 

“Although the town’s free cash 
position is far better than most 
communities, overall economic 
conditions dictate that the town 
reduce its reliance on ‘free 
cash,” Caira said. “By limiting 
our spending from this catego- 
ry, the town will maintain its 
strong standing in the financial 
community.” 

A primary goal was the avoid- 
ance of any layoffs of town 
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employees, despite facing a 
level funded budget in most 
departments. 

Public Safety operations will 
increase by approximately 3 
percent. The slim budget does 
allow for the purchase of four 
replacement police cruisers. 
No capital spending is budgeted 
for the fire department, but a 
$40,000 gift from the Sons of 
Italy will allow for the purchase 
of a forestry skid pump unit 
and a new fire chief’s vehicle. 
The Chief's former vehicle will 
be-re-allocated elsewhere with- 
in the department, freeing up a 
pick-up truck to carry the new 


forestry skid pump. 

The Department of Public 
Works will be looking at a 
decrease in its budget by 
$141,580, or 3.28 percent. A cur- 
rently vacant full-time position 
for an equipment operator in 
the Highway Division will not 
be filled. Additionally, part- 
time seasonal positions will be 
reduced from twelve to eight. 
The budget does accommo- 
date capital improvements 
including improvements to the 
drainage systems, clean-up of 
the former police firing range, 
roadway improvements, side- 
walk expansion, and culvert 


replacements. 

The appropriation for the 
Public Buildings Department 
budget, despite an expected 
increase in fuel heating costs of 
25 percent, is projected to rise 
by only $52,141, representing an 
increase of just more than 1.5 
percent, 

“The operating budget propos- 
es to eliminate one full-time 
custodial position,” Caira said. 
“Attrition will enable the town 
to avoid laying off a permanent 
employee.” 

Revenues from the School 
Department’s Extended Day 
Program will now provide fund-

ing for the custodial services 
which directly benefit the pro- 


gram. 

The Building Department will 
experience a reduction in its 
seasonal employees from six to 
four. 

The FY06 budget proposal 
allows for an increase in the 
School Department budget of 
$200,000 bringing it to 
$24,854,000. 

“This increase of just under 
one percent in the appropria- 
tion should not be misinterpret- 
ed as a step back in the town’s 
commitment to providing quali- 
ty schools,” Caira said. “The 
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town will continue to provide 
funding for education far in 
excess of state mandates.” 

Caira worked closely with 
Superintendent of Schools 
William McAlduff in crafting a 
budget that he feels will sustain 
and even increase the quality of 
education in Wilmington. 

Caira’s proposed budget allo- 
cates a 10 percent increase in 
the health insurance account to 
cover the unavoidable increas- 
es. 

“The anticipated increase of 
$529,600 is based on a conserva- 
tive estimate of escalating med- 
ical costs,” Caira said. “The 
town has implemented signifi- 
cant changes to its health 
insurance offerings designed to 
limit cost increases without 
impacting negatively on 
employee coverage.” 

The town’s obligation for 
retirement contributions to the 
Middlesex Retirement System 
in FY06 amounts to $2,566,703, 
representing an increase of 
$350,724. 

“Over the course of three 
years the town has absorbed 
greater than $1 million in 
increased obligations,” Caira 
said. 

The proposed budget allows 
for $140,000 for professional and 
technical services associated 
with the environmental issues 
facing the town. That figure 
represents a 55 percent 
increase over the previous year. 
An additional $80,000 will be 
available through the Water 
Department budget. 

The Selectmen appreciated 
the challenges involved in 
preparing the F'Y06 budget. 

“Fiscal year 06 was a real test 
and I give you very high 
marks,” Chairman Michael 
McCoy told Caira. “You did an 
outstanding job and over the 
riext few years, as the economy 
improves, we will build up that 
surplus againy” 

The proposed budget will go 
before Town Meeting for 
approval on April 23.

Sughrue battles

After placing fifth at the sec- 
tional meet as a sophomore, 
Tim Sughrue had high hopes 
when the sectional meet came 
around last year. But when the 
meet was over, he didn’t have 
those high hopes anymore. All 
he had was a high sugar count, 
and a very sick feeling in his 
stomach. 

Sughrue, a senior tri-captain 
on the Wildcat wrestling team, 
is enjoying a terrific season for 
the ‘Cats, while wrapping up a 
solid career, While his record 
currently stands at 25-6 this 
season, now surpassing 50 wins 
since his sophomore season, 
Sughrue has accomplished all 
of that while being a diabetic. 
As gruesome as the sport of 
wrestling can be, last year’s 
sectional meet was as tough as 
it will probably ever get for 
Sughrue. 

“At the sectionals, my sugar 
level was low at first so I start- 
ed to eat, and then once I did 
eat I just got sick,” he said. “It 
was miserable.” 

That day ended his season 
because he lost two straight 
matches. 

“I remember his sugar level 
was low at the start of the meet 
and he had to adjust so he 
started to éat and drink some 
soda to get his sugar level back 
up,” said head coach Mike 
Pimental. “Then he got this 
really tough draw in the first 
round. They ended up going 
into overtime and Timmy was 
getting sick during overtime. 
He felt lousy. 

“He had to recover right there 
and then and he kept battling, 
despite his sugar level going up 
and down.” 

Ever since he was 12, 
Sughrue’s had to battle this 
ordeal but he really doesn't let 
that stand in his way. 

“I’ve had it since sixth grade,” 
he said. “The doctors said at 
that time I had a high sugar 
level and I had to control it. I 
take a couple shots a day, but if 
it’s high I take a shot and if it’s 
low | eat. When I eat it’s just 
protein, usually protein bars 
and gatorade. It’s not that 
bad.” 

Sughrue, whose older sister 
Katelyn was an all-scholastic 
pitcher for the softball team 
several years ago also has a 
brother Steve who will be a 
member of next year’s 
wrestling team, has come 
along way on the mat. When he 
came to the program as a 
freshman he weighed 8 
pounds. Now he weighs 140 


pounds. 

“Tim is one of the hardest 
workers we’ve ever had here,” 
said Pimental. “Last year he 
weighed 119 pounds and all he 

“did was lift, lift and lift weights 
over the summer. He first came 
to us as an 85-pounder and now 
he weighs 140 pounds. He kept 
working in the off-season lift- 
ing weights and attending all 
kinds of camps and clinics and 
that has really paid off for 
him.” 

Just this past weekend, 
Sughrue continued his first half 
dominance on the mat with 
three more victories. In the 
team’s sweep over Pentucket 
Regional, Winchester and 
Catholic Memorial, Sughrue 


won 15-0 over Jeff Puopolo, 11-2 © 


over John Noble and 6-0 over 
Mike Walton. He combined to 
outscore his opponents 32-2, 
while winning match Nos. 23, 24 
and 25 with half a season left to 
go. 
“I think I’m more offensive 
than defensive,” said Sughrue. 
“I’m always looking to score. I 
like riding legs, and being neu- 
tral. I have eonfidence that I 
can take the other kid down 
when I’m (in) neutral (posi- 
tion).” 

Besides trying to pile up the 
wins for himself and the team, 
Pimental said that with every- 
thing on Sughrue’s plate, he’s 
surprised how well he divides it 
all up equally. 

“Timmy is a great captain,” 
said Pimental. “He leads by 

@eigmple. He does what he's 
suppose to do on and off the 
mat. Anything you ask of him, 
he takes care of in an exem- 
plary manner. Being diabetic 
he has to battle his competi- 
tion, his weight and his blood 
sugar level, the conditions of it 
and the highs and lows of it.

Wilmington resident Mike 
Ciampa has done a little bit of 
everything in sports throughout 
his life. From starring in hock- 
ey and baseball while in high 
school at Austin Prep, to being 
named an All-American center- 
fielder at Westfield State and 
being drafted by the Red Sox in 
1980 to his current part time 
career as a high school hockey 
official there is very little that 
Ciampa has not participated in. 

But he is also a man who has 
life in very good perspective.

He has always known Ciampa 
as a great individual, but now 
he has also grown to respect 
his work and integrity as an 
official 

“He is one of the best refs 
around. He keeps a good eye 
on the game and keeps control 
of the game without calling a 
lot of penalties,” Scanlon said. 
“He talks a lot with the players 
and the coaches and having 
been an athlete himself he has 
a good read on the game. You 
don't get any knee jerk reac- 
tions from him.” 

That Scanlon respects 
Ciampa so much should come 
as no surprise considering the 
respect that Ciampa had and 
still has for Dick Scanlon. He 
credits the elder Scanlon not 
only for helping to make him 
the baseball player he was, but 
also for helping to further his 
career with some sound advice. 

“Dick was the best. He knew 
a lot about the game, and he 
was a Hell of ball player him- 
self when he played. On thing I 
remember is that he was 
always fair,” Ciampa said, “I 
also remember that he pointed 
me toward Westfield State 
where I became an All- 
American. If not for him, who 
knows how things might have 
turned out.” 

As it was, it turned out that 
Ciampa was drafted after his 
senior year at Westfield State 
in 1980 by the Red Sox in the 
22nd round. He reported to 
rookie league play in Elmira 
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improve their chances for both 
a state tournament berth as 
well as the Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference title, but 
they did so in absolutely domi- 
nating fashion.

The snow weekend and last week’s arctic temperatures only 
resulted in the animals ait Stone Zoo needing shelter for a few days. 
In fact, according to Assistant Curator Peter Costello, you might 
want to dress warmly, but the winter is a great time to visit the 
Zoo. 

“(The animals) are’ actually a lot more active and moving 
around, whereas, in the stummer they usually find a shady spot and 
lie down,” Costello said, “This is a good time of the year for peo- 
ple to visit.” 

He added, "We have certain species that don’t go out during the 
winter.” 

Most of those species «re in the primate family. However, some 
of them are on display in special cages in the monkey house. 

According to Costello, he colobus monkey is the hardiest of the 
species with a cut-off point of 45-degrees. On the other end of the 
scale is the spider monkey and tamarin monkey. 

“They are new world, South American, primates,” Costello said, 
“and not cold tolerant at all. Their cut-off is probably 60 degrees.” 

He added, “For the most part the rest of the collection is cold 
tolerant. Many in the Yukon Territory exhibit are from Canada and 
are very hardy.” 

These species include the bald eagle, the North American por- 
cupine, lynx, artic fox andl, as we all remember from Christmas, 
the reindeer. 

“The lynx and fox have heavy coats,” Costello said. “The rein- 
deer fur goes to their hooves and nose. There is very little exposed 
skin for them.” 

According to Costello, the reindeer are always on exhibit, and 
although they have a shelter to go to, they probably would have 
been out during the zero degree temperatures of Monday and 
Tuesday of last week. The lynx and fox are out when they want to 
be but also have dens and boxes they can go into to be comfortable. 
The markhor goat is another cold tolerant animal, as its roots are 
in the mountains of Asia. 

On the day of this interview, the temperature was a balmy 20 
degrees, and one of the snow leopards was quietly surveying its 
area until it noticed it was being watched and then started active- 
ly prowling, 

Costello said, “The snow leopard is extremely cold tolerant. It 
is found in the mountains of A\sia where it is cold year round. They 
use their tails like a scarf and wrap it around their faces to keep 
warm.” 

Surprisingly, the Mexican grey wolves are also out year round. 
According to Costello, they are extremely cold tolerant, even 
thought they are from the sour-hwest. 

The wolves have access to dog houses that have been built for 
them, but the female wolf has also built her own den that might be 
used during the birth of her pttps. Costello noted that this is mat- 
ing season for the species. However, the male is new to the exhibit 
and both animals are now doin a sort of mating dance that might 
result in the conception of the jpups. 

“The male is new,” Costello said. “We got it early enough to 
acclimate it to the cold weather or he probably wouldn't come 
out.” 

During the tour of the zoo, thi: pair was spotted at the top of the 
hill in their exhibit area, When Costello played with some keys to 
alert them to his presence, they made their way down to the front 
of the area as if to check out what, was going on. 

A few of the species in the Treasure of the Sierra Madre exhib- 
it have to be pulled in for the winter. This year, it included the road 
runner and the new female rhea, which did not arrive at the zoo 
until December. 5 

“The female rhea is from a warm climate,” Costello said 
“Instead of shocking her, we've kept her inside. We pulled the male 
in also, to let them get to know each other.” 

Breeding possibilities are a verry important part of the Stone 
Zoo and its sister facility, Boston’s Franklin Park Zoo. As an 
accredited member of the American Zoo and Aquarium 
Association (AZA), Zoo New England participates in Species 
Survival Plans (SSPs) and the (Global Animal Survival Plan 
(GASP) 

In some cases, animals bred at the zoo may eventually find 
their way back into the wilds of their natural habitats. 

One of the recent successes at the: Stone Zoo was this summer's 
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birth of two jaguar cubs. Costello noted that the whole family has 
access to the outside during the winter but it was only dad brav- 
ing the cold during the tour. 

The birds of prey are all cold tolerant, according to Costello. 
During the tour,-the eagles, peregrine falcons and even owls were 
found on their outside perches. The spectacled owl even spread 
its wings and flew around for a better look. 

Its mate decided that using the box was the better decision for 
the day. Costello noted that the owls are allowed access to the 
inside facilities when the temperature drops below 20 degrees. 

Coyotes, which are indigenous to this area are cold tolerant. 
However, as with many of the other animals, they are provided 
with heat rocks and dog houses. 

The two male cougars are well adapted to the cold weather. 
However, they also have a heat rock in their compound. 

“On really cold days we allow them access to the inside,” 
Costello said. 

When the animals are inside, the building temperatures are 
kept at only 60 degrees. This is done so that the shock is not too 
much for them when they do return to the outside exhibit areas. 

Frozen water is the cold weather problem for the water fowl 
and river otters. Both species depend on the warmer temperature 
of the water to keep warm in the cold air. 

With the otters, the fear is that they may get under the ice and 
not be able to escape. However, the moats normally used by the 
flamingoes are never empty as local wild ducks will fly in and 
play in them.
